Death (awe 
Blowly, but easily and without jwin. to 
the vt'teran of so iiiaiiy hitter stni^^jfles. 
He jKiKsed away fvaitls' at 
o\lo( k. All tilt' )iii'iiitei> of Ins iiiniD'd- 
iatf family were Katlu-red at hiii bedside 
at the time, except his eldcnt son, kev. 
Thomaa £. Sherman, the Jeamt prietit, 
who is now on his way to this country 
from abroad on the steamer Majestic 

OrruiiiKil about him lu his last 
moments wore Henatur John Sherman, 
the geiiJ'rara brother; his jouiif^er son. 
P. T. Sherman; his daii^;liters. Mis. 
Fitch and Mrs. Thackara. and the two 
nnmarried ones, Mi.s.s Hju hael and Miss 
Lizzie iShernian, who lived with hi:n. 
There were also present iiis niece. Mis. 
Colgate aud her son; Lieuts. I- it< li and 
Thackara. the general's sons-in-law. .). 
M. Banett, his jirivale secretary: ( ien. 
Thomas EwinL', his 1 rother in law an(l 
Dra. Alexander and (ireeti, wlio have 
attended him constantly duniii,' his l.ist 
illncps. They ha 1 all been wat( huii,' liy 
his dying U-d.side since the early lionr"< 
of the nioniin:,'. for when they were first 
summoned from their beds, at .'i::;fl .'>at- 
nrd.iy morning, it w;i.s U-li'-ved that he 
iniLcht die ;it anv luoinent. 

'1 he ilyiu^' t,-eni ral had Ix en lUKcn- 
pcions for sevc ral honrs. and his Hiitler- 
ing j/ldse was so feeble that un several 
occasions it was alini ist niip' s^ilile to teil 
whether lie wiks li\ inL; or t. llis Ion.;

and it Was only his reni.irKaMe vitality 
and will jiower that eii.i'i led him to 
cling to life .so long alter all ho|«' had 
been given iiji.

It wa.s ill lh:s m.iiiner th.it lie climg to 
the tliread ol ufe that lemained for 
nearly tive hour.- aft<r he lie< ame coui- 
jiletely uni-( .iiscious. l)r. Al' xaiider 
Watclied he ide tile general inci ssanlly. 
ob'-erving the slighte-t changes in his 
pulse and b; eatlim.;. After II odock it 
w;i.s e\| ecled thai every moment would 
bring tiie end. and te'.e_crams were jire- 
jiared to semi to all his liiends aud ihe 
ofticeifi .it tile frovernment at Washim,'- 
ton a.- souii as dis.solution occurre<L 

At the hJial mo'iient there was no ap- 
jireciable clKuiire in the apiN aram e of 
the sutlerer. He had been luiiuc .ts one 
dead for ^ev(•r,■tl hours. l>r. Ale.vander. 
who lial his hand on tlie general's 
breitst, for he I'ould not detect the heart 
Iwats in hi-- ji'-dse. wa,s watihing his face 
int^^ntly. lie jonked up quielly at just 
ten minutes to two and told the grief- 
fcirK ken family that blN patient hud 

pa-ssed away.

Gen. Kwing immediately left the 
rotjnj and went down to the door to an- 
nounce the fact to the representatives* of 
the newspapi-r- . who had been walcliing 
the liuus*' aiixiousl\ for four ilays. He 
was viiably atlest*^! by the death of 
his old friend, and could sav no more 
than to make tlie aniiounci nieiit that 
the gener.'il had jmsse-l awaw A few 
minut.e.s af er this Secretary Harrett 
( anie t< I the I 'e^jraph oflice on Coliim- 
l us avenue with a large bat< h of dis- 
patches, which were adtlres.sed to Presi- 
dent Harrison, eatdi of the menilx-rs of 
his laliiiiet and to relatives and friends 
of the lami'y at Wa.shington and eLse- 
where. They contameil the tiiui pie an- 
nouncement that (ien. Shernuiu had 
died at 1 :r)0 p. m.. and were most of 
them signed by Lieut.

Late ill the afternoon (ien. I wiiiK said 
that death eii.-^ued from the accumula- 
tion of niiici.s on the lun^s The gen- 
eral made au efl'ort to throw it off , but 
had not tlie strength. He f;ave one con-

Immediately after his di ath (iens, 
Howard luid Slociim, who were (len. 
Sherman's stall, were sent for. .'•onie 
two weeks ago the general made known 
bis wishes a.-- to his burial, lie iiarHcu- 
larly le iuesU-d that his bodv should not 
lie in state anywlieie. He also re luest- 
e<l lliat I lie funeral be a strict militai-y 
one. lie said that he did not care part uu- 
lary toi aii\' military ol servati 'iis here 
in New York. I ut that he did w.int a 
military fi.neral in St. l.iMiis. which 
wonUl be pariiiipafed in by h;> old 
comrades in arms. He also i'-' nested 
that tlie funeral rites l eiiotm ioido;nii- 
ty wiih any jiartii ular form < f le.igion. 
He wanted" a soMii r s burial.

The body will l>e then taken via the 
Twenty-third wtreet ferry to .b rsey t'ity.

Shemuoi wttl be 
buried beside his wife.

Mi illUun Tacwuseh Sherman was born 
te Lancastar, O., Feb. 8, ihso, being the 
Wrth and Senator John Sherman the 
eighth in a family of eleven cliildren. 
Qradnating from Wtat Point in 1840. the 
Mxth In a claw of forty-two, his first 
BiUtary sarviie was as a lieutenant of 
ar.illery id Florida. Later he wa« 
Stationed at Fort Morgan. Ala., and 
Fort Monltrie, 8. C, and dining the 
tiexkmn w«Hr be was adjutant general 
to Q«n. B. Y'. Kearny. 

Ttat Ivwidng ont of the civil war 
foaod (mo. .'bennaa in command of a 
miUtary ^oadeiny at Ale.^andria, La., a 
piMitinn ha urouiptly renignfid to accept 
a ocmin.ssitm as colonel of the Thir- 
teenlb ifiAuitry (regulars). In the flint 
MMleof Bnll Rtui he comnuuided a 
briga/le. snd «n October 17, i«61,he 
snc eedr-d (ien, Kobpit Anderson in 
Kentucky, but of thi- command he 
Was relie^ed within a month for the 
singular ri-a*von that he insisted that it 
would lake (io.i (Kl tioops to drive the 
enemy out of K'e.:tiu k\ and ','0 i.non to 
eiidtliew.tr in that ic^i 'ii.

Wasuinuton, Feb. 17. In general 
orders No. Hi, i-ssued Saturday after- 
noon, acting Secretary of War (iraiit 
announces the death of fien. Sherman to 
the army. After reciting the president's 
mest^age to congress and the executive 
order on the same sub.ieci. the order 
continues: "It is ordered that the war 
department be drai>t.'d in inouining for 
tbe period of thirty days, and that all 
business be susueuiled therein oe the 
day of the funeral. 

■*C)n the day of the funeral the troops 
at every miliiary ptwt will lie paraded 
and this order read to them, after which 
all labors for the day will ceii!*e. The 
National flag will 1* displayed at half 
staff from the time of the re< eipt of this 
order until the close of the funeral. On 
the day of Uie funeral a salute of seven- 
teen gnns will be flred at half hour in- 
tervius, ctmimencing at 8 o'clock a. m. 
The otlu i rs of the army will wear the 
usual badges of mouming, and the 
colors of the heveral reguuents and 
battalions will W drainnl in mourning 
for a period of six months. 

"The day and hour of the funeral 
will be communicated to de|iartment 
commandurs by telegraph, and by them 
to their siiiiordinate c-ouimanders. 
(Jther necesyam- orders will be issued 
hereafter relative to tbe appropriate 
funeral ceremonies ".

■WAflillNOTON, Feb. IB.— The senate 
will continue diirim,' the week on tbe 
program arranged by the llepublicr.n 
caucus, although there is a probability 
that tlie cojiyri'^'ht bill, liie pendim,' 
measure, will lie laid aside and the diplo- 
matic and consular appropriatiou bill 
taken up. Senator Hale has given 
notice that he will ask the senate to 
take up tbe bill if the oopyright bill is 
not speedily dii«; n.'ied of , and it is likely 
that he will make such a motion. 

The diplomatic bill can Iw disposed of 
withi nt any delay on(« it in before the 
senate, and the sundry civil bill, now in 
the hands of tbe apin oi*i iation commit- 
tee. wUl be re|.<ortea during the week 
and may \te parsed in a day or two there- 
after: The order of business also in- 
cludes the Indian depredations claims 
bill and tbe Mcaragua canal bill, and 
it is probable that some discussion will 
take place on these measure before the 
end of the week with a chance that one 
or both may be finally acted on. 

The time of the house during the com- 
ing week M ill lie spent in the consider- 
ation of the Indian, agriculture and post- 
ofUoe appropriation bills. As soon as 
these niessures have been disposed of 
the subsidy shinping bill will be taken 
up and dis]K>ie<i of. but it ii* not at all 
likely that it will lA readied tliis week.

"He fiad the suiiixirt of President 
(irant in tliis eorneht ad\ ocacy after the 
war against the I iiion. of the restore- 
tioii of his state to Us U gitimate rela- 
tions to the i^aiioiial goveiniuent. His 
subseipient years were devoted to tbe 
cause of education, as rector of the 
University of V irginia, a member of the 
lioard of trustees of tbe (ieorge Pea- 
iKidy t^uc'itional fund, and pretldMitof 
the Virginia Historical society. 

"In re.spect for bis memory the de- 
partment will be draped in moorning 
for thirty days and will be cloeed at 
noon on the day of his funeral, Monday 
next.

There we; e two newsboys taken o it 
of the ventilating; flume on Main street, 
where they had crawled to sleep. Their 
names were (iuissippi Nicholl, 13 years 
old, and John (ler^'erscon. aged 17, The 
former was badly burned, aud died yes- 
terday at the hospital to which he was 
taken. The loss to the machinerv.

HOSPIT AL B URNED. 

Narrow Bseu <■ i>r tlie Ttvo llondred and

RuiHESTKR, N. v.. Feo. Ifi. Fire 
broke out al out 11:15 o'clock last night 
in the second story of tbe eaat wing of 
bt. Mary's hospital, a Urge three-storv 
building coveiing an entire block oh 
'West Main street, running from (ienes- 
see to Chili avenue. A bright light was 
seen burning by a man pa-sing by short- 
ly before tbe flamea broke through the 
roof. The fire spread rapidly, and a gen- 
eral alarm was sent in. Owing to the 
great distance from the center of the 
city tbe fire department was slow in get- 
tiiig to tbe scene of tbe fire. 

Fireman Frank .Tane, foreman of hose 
No. 1, was on a ladder at the south side 
of the building when a cornice fell from 
tbe roof, killing him almost instantly. 

There were ox er 'i.'iO inmates in the 
building, but owing to the partitions lie- 
tween the different wards the Are was 
unable to reach them. Loss abont'$UO,- 
(XK). During tbe excitement of rescuing 
the natients at St. Mary's hospital Li^ 
bie Nursinger jumped from the first 
flexor of the building to tbe pavement, a 
distanc e of ten feet, and was badly 
bruised, but not dangerously. AU tbe 
iiauates were rescued.

No evidence exists to 
ahow the condition of the mine at that 
time, or that ajiy r;is had e.xisfed to any 
cniiiiidt^ralile amount jirior to the explo- 
sion. We find all machinery about said 
mine in good condition and working 
order. 

"While we find that the H. C. Frick 
Coke comjwnv has not been guilty of 
auv neglect in providing comfort and 
care for their underground employes 
and miners, we do protest against the 
emjih yiuent of fire bosses, mine bosses 
and pit bosses in any mine who are 
addicted to the use of liquor. We also 
believe that there should be an amend- 
ment t^) the mining laws of the state 
against the working of any mine under 
a water level with any flame or open 
light, but to compel the lighting of the 
same by electricity or safety lamps.

This coatiuK of 
iron may t>e polished with the brush, sticks 
firmly to the sine and prtveato iu oxidiza- 
tioa.-Jewelar^ Weekly.

The Oon. Oon. Saya OAoiala Shall Not 
Aeoept Free PMaM-Other 

The Constitutional convention, in Com- 
mittee of the Whole, has been consider- 
ing tlie subject of corporations tiie past 
few days. 

A tiirlif was ni.tdc over sections six and 
seven of the chapter. Tltese sections re- 
(piire that foreign companies and corpo- 
rations of other Stati's doiii'_' biisiii( <~ ill 
this State, shall have a place of business 
in the State and one or more agents upon 
whicli service of law can l)e had at any 
time. Both sections were u<loi)ted. These 
sections maybe changed when they come 
l)efore the convention, proper. 

Section eight, which gives the same 
riulit to the State to comlemii the proji- 
erty, francliises, etc., of corporations the 
same as property of private individuals 
for the publii • i.'ood, was adopted after a 
warm tight. It reads as follows: "The 
State, in exercise of the right of eminent 
domain, shall have and retain the same 
l)owers to take the property and fran- 
chises of incorporate companies, for pub- 
lic use, as it has and retains as to the iiroj)- 
erty of individuals, and the exerei.se of 
the poiiee powers of this State shall never 
he abridged or so construed as to permit 
corporations to conduct their bu.finess in 
such inaiiiiei as to infringe the equal 
rights of individuals." 

Tlie next section was section 1L which 
jirohibits, under heavy penalty, to be lixeil 
by the lA^gislature, the granting of free 
passes, or reduced-rate tickets to any 
state, city, town or county officer, mendier 
of the Legislature, or Judge; any oi 
these gentlemen who awept such to for- 
feit hi-; ollire. •• l)i-tlii | '" ollii er was ad- 
ded to the list, and an amendment aliow- 
in>r the oliicials mentioned the same priv- 
ileges as the railroads irranteil the jreneral 
publie was adopted. This section was 
the subject of a lively di.scussion. Ser ial 
menibei-s opposed it, but it was adopted 
all the same. 

.S'ction 12, aimed at pools, trusts and 
all such combinations was then adopted. 
It reads as follows: "All trusts, pools and 
other combinations, orirani/ed with in- 
tent, or which tend to depreciate below 
its real value any article or serxice, or to 
enhance the cost of any article or service 
above its real value, and all trusts, pools | 
and other combinations and corporations j 
detrimental to the interest and well'art' of' 
the State, are prohibited, and the General 
Assembly ahall enact laws to prevent the 
fornnition or operation of the aame by 
adequate penalties." 

Section V.i aa finally adopted, is as fol- 
lows : "Any aaaodation or corporation, or 
the leasees or managers thereof, organised 
for the |iurpose, or any individual, shall 
have thu right to construct and maintain 
lines of telegraph or telephone within 
this State, and to l oiiiiei t the same with 
other lines, and said companies shall re- 
ceive and transmit each other's messages 
without iinre;isonab]e delay nr discriiiii- 
nation, and all oi such c.tmpanies are 
•lechm^d to be common carriers and 

sulijert to |e.ji-!.iti\ 1- control. The (Jell- 

eral .Vssemiilv >liall, by yfcneral la«s of 
uniform operation, provide ieason:ilile 
regnlatjoiis to v'ive full etlect to this sec- 
tion. Provided, however, that nothing 
herein shall In- so construed as to int»'r- 
fere with tlie rigiit of cities and towns to 
inanaye and contn)l their streets and al- 
leys, and to de-i'.'iiate the places at which 
and tiie manner in whidi any of the wires 
of such conijiunies shall be erected or laid 
within the limits of such city or tow n." 

After disposing of thissei tion, the con- 
vention adjourned till this morning.
